The battle is on for the cash, 
the girl and the promotion

“You’re such a nice guy:” 

She says as she breaks up with him. As he overlooks him for 
a promotion. As they borrow an extra $ioo. 

“You’re such a nice guy” 

Turns out, being a nice guy may not be all “The Office’s” Jim 
Halpert has cracked it up to be. Nice guys— wait for it— may 
truly finish last. 

Recent studies have shown that men who describe them- 
selves as having an agreeable personality may have worse cred- 
it scores than the grumps of the world, men who smile more 
may be striking out with the ladies, and cooperative men in 
the workplace may earn up to i8 percent less than their more 
aggressive co-workers. But nice guys shouldn’t go trading in 
their cardigans for a leather bomber quite yet— despite the 
numbers, Chicagoans aren’t convinced that it’s time to retire 
Mr. Nice Guy 

Jonny Imerman doesn’t plan on turning in his trademark 
positivity any time soon. Imerman, 36, of Streeterville is the 
kind of guy who will greet you with a hug the first time he 
meets you. He’ll remember your name. He’ll maintain eye 
contact and smile as he talks— even as he recounts being di- 
agnosed with testicular cancer 10 years ago. After surviving 
two battles with cancer, Imerman founded Imerman Angels, 
a one-to-one cancer support organization. 

He found that after his diagnosis and recovery, he was hit 
with a newfound humility and now works to exude kindness, 
compassion and gentleness. His last girlfriend got a little tired 
of his constant dedication to his cause (he wears an Imerman 
Angels T-shirt nearly every day), but Imerman can’t imagine 
changing his demeanor. 

“I’d be terrified to run a company where I’d be having to go 
around firing people,” Imerman said. “I get to be nice to every- 
body, to help everybody— it’s just my personality” 

Imerman’s work with his foundation allows him to use his 
“nice guy” status to his advantage, but not all men may find 
themselves so lucky on the job. 

Chicago-based executive coach Julie Colbrese wasn’t sur- 
prised when she read a September study published in the Jour- 
nal of Personality and Social Psychology that found that mod- 
erately disagreeable men earned around 18 percent more than 
their moderately agreeable peers. Many clients of Colbrese’s 
company. Hot Coffee Coaching, struggle to find a successful 
balance between nice and aggressive at work. 

‘A lot of the conversations are about having fierce conver- 
sation— that doesn’t meant nasty It means being strong and 
clear about expectations,” Colbrese said. 

Similarly passive men also may find their credit scores pay-

ing the price. Researchers at Louisiana State University in 
November announced they had discovered a tie between per- 
sonality and credit scores, suggesting that disagreeable people 
have better credit scores than those who are more easygoing. 

The findings suggest that “agreeable individuals might get 
themselves in trouble by co-signing loans for friends or family 
or taking out additional credit cards at the suggestion of store 
clerks,” Jeremy Bernerth, assistant professor at LSU’s College 
of Business, said in a news release. 

While nice guys (or any guy) might want to think twice 
before they open that Gap credit card, Colbrese says being a 
kind person doesn’t mean you won’t be successful in business. 


The key is to find a balance. 

But can nice guys get what they want when it comes to get- 
ting the girl? 

In June, a study published by the American Psychologi- 
cal Association found that men who were smiling in photos 
shown to women were found to be less attractive than men 
who appeared more serious or brooding— perhaps a nod to 
the concept that bad boys tend to be more sexually appealing. 

For Melissa Malka, 25, of River North, it’s a concept that has 
been in play for thousands of years. 

“There’s a biological, evolutionary component to it,” says 
Malka, who works as the owner and matchmaker of Chicago 
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dating service Just a Little Black Card. 

Self-proclaimed nice guy Marc Rochman, 36, of River 
North, has never found smiling to be unattractive to women 
in the bar scene. 

“Sure, in a photo of a male model, he won’t be smiling ... but 
out at a bar, in real life, women are attracted to the people who 
are smiling and having a good time.” 

And what about the guy who seems too eager to open the 
door or who text messages right away after a first date? Maybe 
he just needs to add a little more mystery 

“Women aren’t responding to the ‘bad guy’ but that he’s 
brooding and there’s a story behind it,” says Lakshmi Rengara- 
jan, founder of Chicago dating events service Me So Far. 

When nice guys do show that there is more to their story 
than just a kind face, Malka believes they can make for some 
of the best relationships. 

“I find comfort in a nice guy” she says. “ There’s something 
very comforting about a guy who my friends would feel com- 
fortable calling. Maybe there isn’t an instant attraction, but it’s 
under the surface. They can be an A+.”

Four others critically 
injured after shots fired 
at Englewood restaurant

'two people were killed and tour others seriously 
wounded when shots were fired at a fast-food 
restaurant in linglewood on Itiesday evenings 
authorities said. 

'llie shooting occurred about 6:50 p.m. at 
a Churches Chicken near 66th and Ilalsted 
Streets, authorities said. 

'Iwo were dead at the scene of the crime, 
police and fire officials said. Four people were 
taken to hospitals in critical condition, accord- 
ing to the C'hicago Fire Department* 

A 58-ycar-old man with several gunshot 
wounds and a 17-year-old boy were taken to 
Advocate Christ Medical Center in Oak Lawn* 
A i6-year-old boy and a 51-year-old man were 
taken to Stroger Hospital* 

The people who died were in the area of the 


restaurant where customers pick up their food, 
one person at the scene said. 

People— friends of a 17-year-old boy they said 
was killed— arrived at the scene at around 8 
p*m., screaming in agony 

“lliis is so crazy. 'I'his is so crazy” said La'lbia 
Brown, who said the victim had dated her 
daughter off and on for years. 

Brown said he called her “Alama” and often 
rode his bike to her house to see if she needed 
anything from the store. 

“dliat baby was definitely a good kid/^ Brown 
said, trying to hold back tears. “I loved every- 
thing about my baby.^^ 

Brown said the boy^s cousin called to tell her 
he had been killed* 

"‘T got up here as soon as T could, as soon as T 
hung up the phone,” she said* 

Brown's 16-year-old daughter. Diamond, said 
she and the victim were good friends because 
he was always supportive and tried to lift every- 
one's spirits* 

'^He was a great big brother to my brothers 
and sisters,” Diamond Brown said, tears welling

Sears Holdings on Tuesday report- 
ed a sharp drop in holiday sales 
compared with a year ago, and said 
the results will force it to close 100 
to 120 Sears and Kmart stores. 

T'he Hoffman Estates-based 
company, ^^hich was founded 125 
years ago in Chicago, said the stores 
to be closed have yet to be identi- 
fied. The company is the nations 
No. 4 broadline retailer ^^^th more 
than 4,000 full-line and spiecialty 
retail stores in the US. and Canada. 

Sears I foldings said sales at 
stores open at least a year— a close- 
ly watched retail measure knowm as 
same-store sales— tumbled 5,2 per- 
cent in the eight weeks that ended 
on Christmas Day That came from 
a 4.4 percent drop in sales at Kmart 
stores and a 6 percent slide in sales 
at domestic Sears stores. 

Analysts have faulted p>oor loca- 
tions and ho-hum merchandise for 
the company’s ongoing problems. 

“They’ve neglected this business 
for so long,” independent retail an- 
alyst Brian Sozzi said, adding that 
he expects more closings. ‘They are 
letting Kmart and Sears die on the 
vine.”

^ in the head with a brick, dismem- 
bered her body and stored parts of 
it in his freezer, according to court 
documents released Tuesday 
Michael L. Plumadore, 39, is 
charged with one count of murder 
in the death of Aliahna Lemmon, 
whose body was found Monday 
night. She had been missing since 
Friday 

He was being held without 
bond Tuesday after his initial 
court appearance. 

In the probable cause affidavit 
released Tuesday, investigators 
with the Allen County Sheriff’s 
Department said Plumadore admitted striking the girl re- 
peatedly in the head with a brick while she stood on the 
front steps of his home in the early hours of Dec. 22. 

He stored the body in garbage bags in a freezer at his 
house until evening, according to the affidavit, when he 
allegedly began to dismember it with a hacksaw 

Plumadore allegedly told investigators he threw parts of 
the body in a nearby commercial trash bin, but kept the 
head, hands and feet in his freezer, according to the docu- 
ment. The document does not disclose a motive for the 
girl’s death.

'llie Harlem Globetrotters will be looking a 
bit different in more ways than one when their 
world tour stops at Allstate Arena on Friday 

For a squad known historically for boast- 
ing a roster full of African-American men like 
Wilt Chamberlain and Connie Hawkins^ it’s 
unusual that the newly minted rookie class 
includes Fatima NIaddox and Jacob 

‘mps" Tucker. 

Maddox^ a South Side native^ is the first fe- 
male Globetrotter in 19 years and only the ninth 
in the team’s history Tucker, the recent Illinois 
College graduate whose electrifying dunks 
made him a TbuTube sensation, joins fellow 
rookie Paul ‘Tiny” Sturgess as only the third 
and fourth Caucasian players in team history 

Seven- foot-eight center Sturgess, the tall- 
est player in college basketball history soccer 
player Lionel Messi and T2-year-old whiz kid 
Jordan McCabe were among the other six 
players the Globetrotters drafted this summer. 

Tiicker acknowledged that his youthful ap- 
pearance and 5-foot-n frame mean he looks 
more like a ball boy around his teammates. But 
he tries to downplay the physical differences. 

“[My skin color] is something that gets 
brought up a lot, but it’s something I don’t 
pay attention to a lot,” Tucker, 23, of Carlyle, 
III., told RedEye recently. “We’re all here for 
the same purposes, and I feel like I’m just part 
of the team.” 

The snickers and sarcastic comments 
about Tucker tend to stop when people see 
the \buTube video of his jaw-dropping 50- 
inch vertical leap and arsenal of killer slam 
dunks that has racked up almost 5 million 
views. Tucker, a senior guard for tiny Illinois 
College in Jacksonville, 111 ., earlier this year re- 
corded the video on his iPhone during the last 
week of practice as a way to attract recruiters’ 
attention for the NCAA slam dunk contest. 

“TTie clip wasn’t meant to be what it ended 


up being,” Tucker said. “The only reason we 
put it on T^)uTube was to attract attention 
from the company choosing the dunkers. It 
just kind of blew up from there.” 

'Fhe ploy worked, and Tucker was voted into 
the college slam dunk contest in Houston dur- 
ing the Final Four and won the title despite be- 
ing the only Division III player involved. 

Shortly after his big win, he heard through 
his school’s sports information director that 
he’d been drafted by the Globetrotters. 

“It was an easy decision for me,” Tucker 
said. “I was really excited because of all the 
tradition and everything that goes with being 
a Globetrotter. I wanted to be a part of it.” 

Maddox, meanwhile, tried out for tbe Glo- 
betrotters on a wbim. Sbe’d just finished her 
second season in Sweden and was back in 
Philadelphia when an acquaintance suggested 
she try out. 

“It’s not something I really gave a lot of 
thought to, but they said there were going to 
be a few other females at the tryout, so I gave 
it a shot,” said Maddox, 28, a Temple Univer- 
sity grad. 

The scouts were impressed, and Maddox 
was soon offered a spot on the roster. 

“I’m very honored that after 19 years of not 
having a woman on the team, they felt like I 
fit the bill,” she told RedEye. “I like how it 
also allows me to be a living example to other 
women and little girls that if you really want 
something, stay after it and you can do it.” 

Ten-year Globetrotters veteran Anthony 
“Buckets” Blakes said Maddox and Tiicker are 
great long-term fits for the team. 

“I’ve seen a lot of players come and go in my 
time, and I think these two will be around for 
a while,” Blakes said. “Hops obviously has dy- 
namic jumping ability, and TNT' with the way 
she dribbles and shoots the basketball, they 
both bring a ton to the table.”

Reznor brings *noise’ 
to Tattoo’ soundtrack

It doesn’t take a deep exploration of the 
soundtrack for “The Girl With the Dragon 
Tattoo” before the music takes a turn toward 
the unsettling. Just a few taps on a piano be- 
comes a reason for exploration, as each strike 
takes on a different tone until it’s unclear 
what, if any, actual instrument is being played. 
Perhaps it’s a piano, or maybe it’s the sound of 
ice hitting concrete. 

“We had a chance on this film to explore 
something we’ve done in Nine Inch Nails,” Trent 
Reznor, NIN frontman and film score compos- 
er, said in early November. “We could explore 
the idea of noise and found sound as music.” 

Reznor and frequent collaborator Atticus 
Ross, who earlier this year won an Oscar for 
their work on “The Social Network,” have 
again teamed with David Fincher for their 
follow-up into the world of cinematic scoring. 

It ultimately led to a score that feels more 
alive than the claustrophobic electronics of 
“The Social Network,” with works worming 
their way through the dank and demented 
world of “Dragon Tattoo” and picking up and 
discarding pieces of the scenery at will. They 
were tools, Reznor said, sharpened while he 
working on 1997 thriller “Lost Highway” 

“That was an education in how to take ten- 
sion and build it into music, to take found 
sounds that you’re not identifying but are 
making you feel uncomfortable,” Reznor said. 
“There’s a lot of moments of feeling uncomfort- 
able. There’s a lot of unpleasantries dealt with in 
this film. We wanted to make a score that had 
that sense, where you feel a sense of anxiety” 

At times, the score even gives way to the ef- 
fects in the film. “We were able to fade into

songs that fade into things that are happen- 
ing in the film,” Reznor said. “There’s a scene 
where a character walks out of a room, and 
something pretty uncomfortable happens. It 
segues into the sound of a floor buffer, which 
is the same key 

“We were trying to consider all those 
things. The score and the sound design feel as 
a whole. That’s what we wanted to do. That 
takes us out of the world of grand sweeping 
melodies. This isn’t a soundtrack that’s filed 
with ‘Star Wars’-esque theme songs.” 

There were practical challenges as well for 
the American remake of “Dragon Tattoo.” 
Ross characterized it as “experimentation in 
the notion of space,” adding that it wasn’t easy 
to achieve such a sound because of his daily 
close proximity to Reznor. 

“Without that sounding too pretentious,” 
Ross clarified, “it was simply spacial experi- 
mentation.”

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Reznor’s score scores big 


For those of us who have always respected 
Trent Reznor’s musical ideas but have often 
been annoyed by his voice, his film score 
collaborations with Atticus Ross for director 
David Fincher— “The Social Network” and 
now “The Girl With the Dragon Tattoo”— 
are a very welcome turn of events. 

The score is filled with deep, tense 
electronic and acoustic music that moves 
in strange and haunting directions; on it, 
Reznor and Ross reveal a way darker, more 
sinister aesthetic— which is right up Reznor’s 
alley Much of the soundtrack sounds as if it 
were recorded in a darkened cavern, where 
the plonk of a piano melody sounds positive- 
ly evil as it moves through the darkness. 

As the score to a film, Reznor and Ross’ 
work is a success, but what’s best is that as a 
sound recording stripped of visuals, it’s a near- 
ly three-hour experimental love letter to rich 
analog synths, spooky cellos and bells, and 
weird ambient soundscapes. At times, these

37 pieces— which include both quick minia- 
tures and epics at seven and eight minutes — 
recall the abrasive Japanese noise recordings 
of Masonna; at others, the ethereal beauty of 
Nino Rota’s more minimal scores. 

Taken together, Reznor and Ross’ score to 
“The Girl With the Dragon Tattoo” (available 
as a three- CD set and as a download) not 
only does its job in service of Fincher’s vision, 
but it’s also one more step in the ongoing 
evolution of a restless musical mind. At this 
point, anyone who bemoans the death of 
Nine Inch Nails should keep quiet; what 
Reznor’s doing these days is way, way more 
interesting, randall ross, los angeles times 
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Pain PiZ-Z.

Zumba’s popularity has skyrocketed 
over the years, and the dance workout 
was one of the biggest surprises on the 


list for 2012. 

“Zumba is liberating and magical, and 
one of the key ways it has expanded is 
through word of mouth,” Perlman said. 

Zumba ranked ninth on this year’s list. 
Thompson is curious to see if it will fol- 
low Pilates’ short run in the top 20 fitness 
trends. Pilates was ranked in the top 10 
for three consecutive years, beginning in 
2008, but dropped off in 2011.
